Temporary Promotions 
For Sea Services Urged 


The House Naval Affairs Committee 
yesterday filed its report on the biL TE R. 
H73 providing for the temporary ap 
pointment or advancement of Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel to meet the of 
ficer requirements of the rapidly ex 
panding naval establishment, The bill was 
unamiously approved by the committee 
last Friday following three days of ex 
haustive hearings. 

The report states that for effective ad 
ministration officers must be vésted with 
rank commensurate with the responsi 
bilities involved, and continues: “During 
a period of expansion... it will be im 
practicable for an officer to complete the 
present legal period of service in gradé 
before he must be given greater respon 
sibilities.” It is pointed out that the tem 
porary appointments, promotions or ad 
vancements are for the duration of the 
emergency only. 

According to the report, the Navy De 
partment plans to follow the selection 
principle wherever possible in effecting 
temporary promotions and advancement 
as well as initial appointments, In the 
case of retired officers, however, it stated 
that the selection system will be imprac 
ticable. Following is the text of the com 
mittee’s report: 

“In general the purpose of this bill is to 
provide for the temporary appointment or 
advancement of certain personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps as commissioned or wat 
rant officers, and thus meet the officer require 
ments Incident to the great expansion of the 
naval establishment upon which we are now 
entering, and of which aviation is an impor 


tant part 

“Many warrant officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Navy would be of greater valuc 
to the service as commissioned officers in 


time of war or national emergency, By tem 
porarily promoting warrant officers and petty 
commissions, 


officers who are qualified for 
by which is meant that they possess quali 
fications which fit them for posts of greater 


authority and responsibility in their special 
ties and for duties of wider scope than thorns 
normally assigned them in their present posi 
tions. Maximum use will be made of the abili 
ties of individuals who are already in services 

“Under this bill temporary appointments 
would be made from commissioned warrant 
and warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
Regular Navy and Marine Corps, enlisted men 
of the retired list of the Navy and Marin 
Corps on active duty, and from enlisted men 
of the Fleet Reserve and Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve on active duty. These appointees»pwould

nominations were made to fill vacancies 
in the grade of major general of the line 
through June, only one nomination was 
made to the grade of permanent brigadier 
generalcy, and that becomes immediately 
vacant again because of General Arnold’s 
double jump. Thus there remain eight 
brigadier general vacancies due to the 
above promotions to the grade of major 
general, 

Of the eight line generals, it is note 
worthy that two came from the Air Corps, 
Generals Arnold and Pratt; two from the 
Coast Artillery Corps, Wilson and Smith; 
two from the Corps of Engineers, Moore 
and Peek; one from the Field Artillery, 
Bryden; and one from the Infantry, Pey- 
ton, 

All of the new line generals are grad 
uates of the Military Academy with the 
exception of General Peyton who was 
graduated from Virginia Military Insti 
tute in 1901 and who entered the service 
fiom civil life three years later. 

The average age of the eight new major 
generals of the line is 50° years, rang 
ing from General Arnold who is 54 to Gen 
eral Peek who is 62 and who at the time he 
becomes a permanent major general will 
have exactly one and a half years remain 
ing before he reaches the statutory retire 
ment age. This latter fact represents the 
first departure from the policy of pro 
moting to major generalcy only those offi 
cers who have at least two and a half 
years to serve—a policy which was estab 
lished early in the tour of General Malin 
Craig as Chief of Staff. 

Practically all are graduates of both 
the Army War College and the Command 
nod General Staff School. 


Branch Generals 

General Hodges, the new chief of In 
funtry, has been serving in that capacity 
for some time, his selection having been 
announced previous to the retirement of 
General Lynch. 

Interesting to note is the fact that the 
new Chief of the Chemical Warfare Ser 
vice, Colonel Porter, is a graduate of the 
United States Naval Academy, class of 
1909. Colonel Porter resigned from the 
Navy in 1910 to become a second lieu 
tenant in the Coast Artillery Corps, He 
transferred to the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice in 1921. A nuwber of his classmates 
at the Naval Academy are also now in the 
Army, among them being Col. William ©. 
Koenig, Brig. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, 
jir., Col. Walter O. Rawls, Col. Thomas 
H. Jones, and Brig. Gen. Oliver L. Spiller. 

The average age of the new branch gen- 
erals is much lower than that of the line 
yenerals, being only 554< years.

Army Warrant Officers’ Bill 

Chairman Andrew J. May, Ky., on 
Thursday introduced a new bill in the 
louse to create the grade of chief war- 
rant oflicer, increase the number of war- 
rant oflicers that may be appointed, and 
authorize additional pay for warrant of 


ficers detailed to special and = difficult 
tasks. The bill will replace an earlier 
measure, TH. R. 2281, which has been 


buried in the committee for the past four 
months. 

The warrant oflicer legislation was re 
quested by the War Department in Janu 
ary and the Senate passed a companion 
measure, S, 162, on 10 March which em 
bodied a suggested War Department 
numendment dealing with the additional 
pay for warrant officers detailed to special 
duties. Mr. May's new bill embraces this 
amendment and also provides for appoint- 
ment of warrant officers in the Army of 
the United States to include Re 
serve and National Guard personnel in its 
provisions. 

Representative May said yesterday that 
he intended to have the committee con 
sider his new bill in executive session 
and expressed confidence that it would be 
reported in the near future without the 
necessity of additional hearings. Mr. May 
said he believed the bill as now written 
conformed to the wishes of members of 
the committee who had objected to limi- 
tations in the original measure to per 
sonnel of the Regular Army.

Pay for Temporary Promotions 
in Army, Navy and Marine Corps 


Congressional action on legislation pro 
viding pay on promotion for Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel appears likely 
Within a short while, but prospects of 
similar action in behalf of the Army 
dimmed considerably when the House 
Military Affairs Committee failed to re 
port the Brooks pay-of-grade bill, H. i 
1779, after a hearing Tuesday. 

Representative ld. V. Izac, lem., Calif, 
reported yesterday that he intends to in 
troduce an amendment on the tloor of the 
Hlouse to the bill Hl. R. 4475, authorizing 
temporary promotions and advancement 
in the Navy, so as to provide that such 
temporary promotions shall carry the pay 
of the new grade. Mr. Izuc said he con 
templates taking this action instead of 
waiting for the Army pay bill to whieh 
he originally had intended to introduc 
aun amendment. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, Minn. 
ranking Republican member of the Naval 
Committee, who was named with Mr 
Izac to confer with the House Militar) 
Committee relative to broadening the 
Army pay bill to include the Navy and 
Coast Guard, said he too favored amend 
ing the Navy promotion bill becaust 
“there is no assurance that the Army bill 
will be reported in the near future.”

The so-called cultural subjects have 
yken the biggest cuts, but actually, due to 
gtailment of leave periods and of 
mises, the three-year course will reduce 
only 11 per cent the amount of actual 
yademic work given, under the old four 
year system. 
‘The four-year course comprised 1,834 
jours of recitation. The reduction to 
ibree years and a half resulted in a cut 
1,736 hours of recitation. The three- 
var course will comprise 1,624 hours of 
recitation, or 210 hours less than the 
four-year Course and 112 hours less than 
the present three and a-half year course. 
The following table shows the difference 
in hours of recitation between the four- 
year and the three-year courses:

The reduction in hours given to seaman- 
ship and navigation, therefore, is only 13, 
and to ordnance and gunnery, only 15. 
Marine engineering has been reduced 30 
hours; mathematics, 39 hours; electrical 
engineering, 26 hours, while the “cultural” 
subjects take a 49-hour cut. Foreign 
languiges have been reduced 17 hours 
and hygiene seven hours, while the 14- 
hours of executive subjects have been 
eliminated, 

During the period of transition, the 
above figures will be departed from to a 
light degree. For example, during the 
oning summer, the three upper classes 
will be largely engaged in academic work 
due to the unavailability of seagoing prac- 
lice cruising vessels. While the loss in 
ruising experience is to be regretted, the 
additional time becomes available for 
iaidemie instruction. The Navy Depart- 
ment and the authorities at the Academy 
maintain their belief that a full four-year 
wurse is the most desirable and that re- 
luction is only justified by the emergency. 

The three-year course will be effective 
til 1945 and will produce within that 
eriod about 900 more officers for the 
Navy than would be available under the 
present system. 

The new course becomes effective with 
the Class of "43 which graduates in 1942.

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No Prohibition For Army 

The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs has reported, without recommen- 
dation, two measures designed to curb 
vice in the vicinity of military and naval 
establishments. H. R. 2475 prohibiting 
prostitution within a reasonable distance 
of such establishments and 8 860 provid- 
ing for the suppression of vice and pro- 
hibiting the sale of alcoholic beverages 
are the two measures reported. 

The anti-prostitution measure already 
has passed the House and was strongly 
supported by the War Department. The 
Senate bill on vice and liquor has been 
partially opposed and partially supported 
by the War Department. The department 
opposes sections 1, 2 and 8 of the bill 
which prohibit sale or possession of alco- 
holic beverages on or in the vicinity of 
military and naval establishments, but 
supports section 4 which prohibits prosti- 
tution within a reasonable distance of 
such establishments. 

Secretary of War Stimson stated the 
department’s position on the bill in a let- 
ter to the committee which follows in 
part: 

“The War Department fully realizes that 
from the viewpoint of efficiency and moral 
standards, an Army in which drunkenness is 
nonexisting is highly desirable. However, 
knowing the frailties of human nature and 
realizing that habits of temperance or intem- 
perance are developed long before the in- 
dividual becomes a soldier, the War Depart- 
ment is convinced that temperance cannot be 
attained by prohibition applied to its person- 
nel any more than it can be attained by pro- 
hibition applied to the Nation at large, and 
experience has proven that the problem can 


only be solved by the application of prac 
ticable and tolerant measures applied in a 
logical manner. Fortunately our presently 


existing laws provide an ideal framework for 
such control, Briefly stated these laws forbid 
the sale of or dealing in intoxicating liquof on 
military reservations, but permit the sale of 
beer and light wine of not more than 3.2 per- 
cent alcohol content by weight. Under these 
laws, announced War Department policy and 
regulations prohibit the sale or dealing in in- 
toxicating liquor on military reservations 
but permit the sale of soft drinks, including 


beer and light wines containing not more 
than 3.2 percent alcohol by weight on those 
reservations located in States whose laws 


permit such sales at such places. Such sales 
are not permitted, however, on reservations 
located within any State, Territory, or Dis 
trict whose laws do not permit such sales 
within its borders. This policy has caused a 
degree of temperance among Army personnel 
which is not approachable in civil communi 
ties now, nor was as high a degree of tem 
perance attained either in or out of the Army 
during the days of national prohibition, 
Under this policy, military personnel are en 
couraged to remain on the reservation (their 
home) and enjoy refreshment under conditions 
conducive of temperance. 

“As the matter now stands members of the 
military forces not on military reservations 
are subject to the same laws, both Federal 
and State, that govern the conduct of other 
citizens. They are also subject to the ever 
present restriction that they must at no time 
do anything that will bring discredit upon the 
Service. The War Department believes that it 
would be harmful to the men in the Service, 
as well as unnecessary to direct a prohibition 


against them that did not apply to other 
citizens, 
“Experience has proven that the present 


policy of the Department is the most effective 
way to insure temperance and it would he 
regrettable indeed should the Congress, in 
its effort to assist in the matter of attaining 
temperance among military personnel, enact 
legislation which would destroy the advance 
ments made and return to the Department the 
difficult problem of combating bootleg opera 
tions. 

“The War Department is firmly of the 
opinion that the armed forces need no such 
prohibition as provided in sections 1, 2, and 3 
of this proposed legislation. It has its own 
and more effective methods of attaining tem 
perance and of dealing with those who, 
through intemperance, bring discredit upon 
the Service. It is firmly convinced that such 
legislation would not be in the interest of 
temperance in respect to the armed forces 
but would be used as a stepping-stone for a 
movement leading to Nation-wide prohibition, 
a method of control once tried and later re 
pealed by majority vote of the electorate of 
the Nation.”

chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, stated this week after 
assuming his new post that his first in- 
tention is to clear the docket of the com- 
mittee and clean up all odds and ends. 
He said he is keenly shocked by the death 
of Senator Morris Sheppard, former 
chairman, and contemplates no important 
changes in the committee’s procedure. 

Senator Reynolds said he had not had 
an opportunity to give any attention to 
the bill H. R, 4779 providing pay-of-grade 
for temporary promotions which is being 
considered by the House Military Affairs 
Committee this week. He added that per- 
sonnel legislation in the Senate had been 
pretty well cleared up by the committee 
for the time being. 

The Chairman said he had heard some 
members of the committee express a de- 
sire to visit some of the new outlying 
bases being established in the Western 
Hemisphere and said he was heartily in 
favor of such a plan. 

“IT have already visited every one of 
these bases in the western hemisphere my- 
self. I have been to all of our outposts 
in the Atlantic and in the Pacific. I think 
the knowledge I have gained thereby has 
been of great benefit to me and I am de 
sirous of having every member of the com- 
mittee go to those camps and stations to 
get first-hand information. If the com- 
mittee has any intentions of that sort, 
they will be very favorably received by 
me.” 

Mr. Reynolds suggested that inasmuch 
as the new leased bases are employing 
personnel of both the Army and the Navy 
it might be advantageous for the Military 
and Naval Committees or a sub-commit- 
tee of each group to make a joint inspec- 
tion trip. 

The Senator said he had no knowledge 
of any movement to keep the National 
Guard in active service after a year’s tour 
of duty. “We don’t know from day to day 
what the emergency will be and it is hard 
to make plans ahead of time,” he said. He 
described the National Guard as “a fine 
bunch of men.” 





Progress of Defense 
National defense preparations were 
forwarded on all fronts during the past 


week, Besides adding the magnificent 
battleship Washington to the fleet, pro- 
vision was made for many auxiliary 


naval vessels to cost $350,000,000 ; the bill 
authorizing operation of 90 alien mer- 
chant vessels was passed; and several 
bills pushed forward for the further 
strengthening of the Navy. TVrogress 
was made in pursuance of the ambitions 
fall maneuver program of the Army, on 
a scale never before witnessed in this 
hemisphere, Housing construction on an 
enormous scale is taking care of workers 
at defense plants throughout the country. 
Army camps, cantonments and posts are 


better provided for than ever before, 
and training of the new Army contin- 


gents goes ahead with high morale. 

Agencies of the Office of Emergency 
Management are organizing the produc- 
tive capacity of the country at an ac- 
celerating tempo. The production 
authorities no longer fear serious delays 
arising from strikes. The labor disputes 
that seemed most threatening have been 
settled, and many disputes were adjusted 
before reaching the strike stage. It is 
generally agreed that moderate wage in- 
creases throughout defense industry are 
inevitable. Attention is now focused on 
the danger of runaway prices as an ac- 
companiment of high-pressure defense 
spending and diversion of materials to 
wir uses. 

There is noted the same lost motion be- 
tween Washington planning-boards and 
their collaborators in factories and rail- 
road yards as was experienced during 
the World War. But it is also noted 
that operations are on a much greater 
scale and that many mistakes committed 
in 1917-1918 are now avoided. The 
studies made by the office of the Assist- 
ant Secretary of War and the Army In- 
dustrial College during the last fifteen 
years have proved invaluable in shorten- 





fore, and industrial managers are more 
familiar with national defense needs than 
they were in 1917. Army officers trained 
for the purpose are effective in obtaining 
the cooperation of small industrial plants 
in all parts of the country, thus distribut- 
ing the load of production and enabling 
large assembly plants to turn out products 
on an enormous scale, Four new assembly 
plants in addition to those now operating 
will soon add to the total output of de- 
fense equipment. The entire plant capa- 
city now coming into production will ex- 
ceed Germany's capacity in several vitally 
important particulars, 

The speed with which defense produc- 
tion has been stepped up is evidence of 
what the United States can do when fac- 
ing an emergency. In the manufacture 
of powder, for example, production is 
running ahead of schedule. One large 
powder plant was built, equipped, and 
turning out powder within five months of 
the signing of the contract. Bight months 
before the required date, certain machine- 
gun plants were turning out their product. 
Krom battleships to boots, the time 
schedule has been beaten in innumerable 
cases, 

With all the backing and filling over 
priorities and the authority to fix them 
it is agreed on all sides that planes come 
first. Plane factories get the first machine 
tools, the first aluminum, and the first of 
everything else necessary to expand pro- 
duction, It is now hinted by insiders that 
the output of warplanes in May will break 
the schedule and shorten the estimated 
time when combined Allied output will 
exceed German production. There is still 
a long distance to go, but American energy 
and resource are cutting down that dis- 
tance faster than seemed possible a year 
ago. As new assembly plants come into 
operation the rate of output will be still 
faster in comparison with German out- 
put. Estimates are now being revised as 
to the time when the United States will 
produce more planes per month than Ger- 
many can produce, 

Measures taken to reduce ship losses en- 
courage the hope that fewer losses and 
xzreater construction will soon balance 
the record and guarantee the supply of 
Britain against all attack. American aid 
is going into the destruction of German 
U-boats and surface craft, while Ameri- 
can ship construction helps to hold total 
tonnage up to the safety mark, That Ger- 
man submarines ure proving to be vulner- 
able to new methods of attack is asserted 
as a fact in Britain and Washington, 
The reduction of ship losses tends to sup- 
port this claim. 





Modify Officer Requirements 

Examinations to be held in July and 
September to select about 100 Reserve 
and National Guard officers on active serv- 
ice for commissions in the Regular Army 
will be opened to those who will not have 
had the required six months’ service on 
1 Sept. but who were on duty before 1 
May. 

Deadline for submission of applications 
will be extended from 1 May to 1 June 
for this group. 

Those called to active duty or inducted 
after 1 May may apply for the 1942 ex- 
uminations,

Relative Rank in Army 


Following is an extract from an ap- 
proved opinion of The Judge Advocate 
General of the Army: 


“Case 1,—Query.—Lieutenant Colonels A 
and B are promotion-list officers, A ranking 
B by one file on the promotion list. Under 
Section 127a, National Defense Act, B is pro- 
moted to the temporary grade of colonel. At 
the end of the emergency, he reverts to his 
permanent grade of lieutenant colonel, Sub- 
sequently, A and B both are promoted to the 
permanent grade of colonel. Will B rank A? 

“Answer. — Following B’s reversion to 
permanent grade, and thereafter so long as 
both officers are serving under permanent 
appointments in any grade, A will rank B. 
B's temporary promotion will operate to 
make him senior to A only while B continues 
to hold his temporary office. 


“Case 2.—Query.—Lieutenant Colonel B, 
while holding the grade of temporary colonel, 
becomes entitled to promotion to the perma- 
nent grade of colonel. Should his appoint- 
ment as temporary colonel be vacated? If so, 
what effect will this have on his relative rank 
on the list of colonels? 

“Answer.—The termination of B’s tempo- 
rary appointment in the grade of colonel 
following his attainment of eligibility for 
permanent promotion to that grade is not 
mandatory. He may hold both appointments 
concurrently. If his temporary commission 
is terminated, he will take rank among pro- 
motion-list officers according to his place on 
the promotion list, and among all officers of 
the same grade, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of paragraph 8, section 127a, Na- 
tional Defense Act, as amended (JAG 210.2, 
Sept. 28, 1940). His relative rank on the list 
of colonels will thereafter be the same as 
though he had never served in that grade 
prior to his permanent appointment therein. 


“Case 3.—Query.—Major A, Air Corps, is 
appointed temporary lieutenant colonel, Air 
Corps. While so serving he is appointed tem- 
porary colonel under section 127a, National 
Defense Act. While serving as a temporary 
colonel he becomes entitled to the permanent 
grade of lieutenant colonel, Should his ap 
pointment as temporary colonel be vacated? 
If so, where will he rank on the list of lieu- 
tenant colonels? 

“Answer.—Major A may continue to hold 
his temporary appointment as colonel after 
attaining eligibility for permanent promo- 
tion to lieutenant colonel. Upon his perma- 
nent promotion to lieutenant colonel it is not 
mandatory that his temporary appointment 
to the grade of colonel under section 127a, 
National Defense Act, as amended, be termi- 
nated. If it is terminated he will rank on the 
list of all Heutenant colonels in accordance 
with paragraph 8, section 127a. Among pro- 
motion-list officers he will then take rank ac 
cording to his position on the promotion list. 
His former service under temporary appoint- 
ments in the same and in the next higher 
grade will not affect his relative rank as a 
permanent lieutenant colonel. 


“Case 4.—Query.—Captain A, a promotion- 
list officer, is promoted to the temporary 
grade of lieutenant colonel under section 
127a, National Defense Act. While serving as 
a temporary lieutenant colonel, he completes 
17 years’ service and is entitled to promotion 
to the permanent grade of major. Should his 
temporary appointment as lieutenant colonel 
be vacated, and if so, where will he take 
rank on the list of permanent majors? 

“Answer.—The termination of Captain A's 
temporary appointment as lieutenant colonel 
is not mandatory upon his permanent ap- 
pointment to the grade of major. As in all 
the preceding cases, he may hold both offi- 
cers concurrently. When his temporary ap- 
pointment is terminated he will take rank on 
the list of permanent majors according to 
paragraph 8, section 127a. Among promotion- 
list officers in that grade he will then take 
rank according to his position on the pro- 
motion list.” 


Ft. Bragg Post Exchange 


Ft. Bragg, N. C.—Maj. Warren S. Mil- 
ler, Inf., has been designated as Post Ex- 
change Officer. He will have charge of 
the operation of the Main Post Exchange, 
its 28 Branches and several concessions. 
Maj. Roger M. Wicks, FA, former Post 
Exchange Officer, has returned to duty 
with his regiment the 79th Field Artillery, 
stationed here. 

Major Miller has been on extended ac- 
tive duty with the Army since last No- 
vember when he reported at Ft. Bragg 
from his home in Raleigh, N. C. Since 
that date he has been serving as ASs- 
sistant Post Exchange Officer. He now 
takes full charge of Post Exchange op- 
erations. 








Rental Allowances 


In connection with officers and enlisted 
men being directed to proceed to stations 
beyond the continental limits of the 
United States for duty, whose orders do 
not permit their dependents and house- 
hold goods to accompany them, the fol- 
lowing has been announced by the War 
Department: 

“a, Rental allowance; officers—A rental al- 
lowance status is authorized in the case of 
officers with dependents upon termination of 
assignment to quarters at their former sta- 
tions in the United States. This does not 
preclude the assignment of public quarters 
in accordance with section II (c) of Execu- 
tive Order No, 4063, dated 13 August 1924 (par. 
12, AR 35-4220), for the personal occupancy 
of the officer at the station beyond the con- 
tinental limits of the United States to which 
ordered. The fact that more than one officer 
has not been assigned to occupy a set of 
quarters comprising more than one room and 
a bath does not establish that there is an 
occupancy of such quarters by the officer con- 
cerned contrary to the provisions of the cited 
Executive Order. So long as the extra rooms 
have not been assigned to that officer by an 
assignment which excludes other official per- 
sonnel from occupying such extra rooms, as 
local needs may require, the payment of 
rental allowance is lawful. 

“b. Monetary allowances for quarters for 
enlisted men of the first three grades—-The 
regulations in this connection are published 
as an amendment to AR 35-4520 in section I, 
Circular No. 36, War Department, 1941. 

“ce, Transportation for dependents—Trans- 
portation in kind, or a money allowance in 
lieu thereof, is authorized to be furnished 
upon the basis of the distance from the old 
station to the appropriate port of embarka- 
tion en route to the new oversea station. Regu- 
lations in this connection are incorporated in 
a change in par. Te, AR 30-920, published in 
section III, Circular No. 96, War Department, 
1939. 

“d, Transportation of household goods— 
Under the provisions of par. 12a(1), AR 30- 
960, the packing, crating, and shipment of 
household goods from the old station to place 
of storage or contemplated place of residence 
in the United States are authorized at public 
expense. Shipment from place of storage or 
residence to the oversea station, if authorized 
to be made at a later date, or from place of 
residence or storage to the next permanent 
station in the United States, will also be pro- 
vided at public expense. 

“2. The above instructions, which have pre- 
viously been transmitted, in part, to those 
concerned in connection with individual 
movements of military personnel to the 
Panama Canal Zone and other oversea sta- 
tions, have equal application to military per- 
sonnel directed to proceed to all oversea de- 
partments, Alaska, Newfoundland, British- 
owned bases, and foreign countries, whose 
orders prohibit transportation of dependents 
and household goods to those places.” 

Shipment of Goods 

Pending the revision of AR 30-960, 24 
May 19388, paragraph 12g of those regu- 
lations is added as follows: 

“12g. Future shipment, when not shipped at 
time of change of station—In case an officer, 
warrant officer, or noncommissioned officer of 
the first four grades does not desire to ship 
his authorized allowance, or any portion 
thereof, from his old to his new permanent 
station, he is not thereby precluded from 
making future shipment thereof, from a 
former permanent station or point of storage 
to some future permanent station within au- 
thorized allowances under travel orders to 
the latter station.”

The drivers of the vehicles of the 
Twelfth Infantry, achieved a feat worthy 
of note during the period Sunday, 4 May 
1941 to Wednesday, 7 May 1941. During 
this yeriod in which the regiment partici- 
pated in combat firing exercises at Edge- 
wood Arsenal, 116 vehicles covered 24,- 
848 miles without an accident with the 


exception of one cut tire and a bent 
fender.

week-end, at night, through the congested 
cities of Washington and Baltimore, and 
on one of the most crowded highways in 
the United States.

Navy Eases Quarters Pay 

The Navy Department has suspended 
regulations prohibiting payments to men 
after expiration of a term of enlistment 
in order to permit personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps whose enlistments ex- 
pired between 17 Oct. 1940 and 19 Feb. 
1941 to receive quarters allowances due 
them. 

In 17 Oct. 1940 legislation was passed 
which gave to enlisted men of the first 
three grades of the Army of the United 
States allowance for quarters if quarters 
were not furnished their dependents, even 
though the, men themselves might be 
housed in tents or barracks. The legisla- 
tion, however, was not put into effect 
until 19 Feb. 1941, when the President 
signed the necessary executive order, in 
which he made the pay retroactive to 17 
Oct. 1940. The legislation subsequently 
was determined to apply also to the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard. 

However, a man whose term of enlist- 
ment expired in January, for example, 
and who then reenlisted would receive 
the quarters pay only from date of reen- 
listment since regulations provide that 
money due in a previous enlistment may 
be paid only by the General Accounting 
Office. 

A number of claims for back quarters 
pay have been filed with the General Ac- 
counting Office by personnel of all the 
Services. However, the new Navy de- 
cision will permit paymasters to pay the 
allowance from 17 Oct. even to those men 
whose enlistments expired between that 
date and 19 Feb. 1941, provided they re- 
enlisted. 

Where claims have been filed with the 
General Accounting Office, payment will 
not be made, and such claims will be al- 
lowed to proceed in the usual way. 

The Army has not announced a similar 
policy. Ali men of that service will be 
required to file claims with the G.A.O. to 
obtain quarters pay due them before ex- 
piration of last enlistment. 


2,400 Recruited in 2 Weeks 
Navy recruiting oflices have reported 
274 enlistments for the week ended 2 

May and 1,124 enlistments for the week 
ended 9 May. Of these 2,398 enlistments, 
2,209 were new recruits, 145 were reen- 
listments and 44 were former service men 
who enlisted in old ratings.

Announces Adm. Hart —- 

Retention of Admiral Thomas C. Har 
USN, as commander in chief of thp 
Asiatic Fleet for an indefinite period after 
the Admiral reaches retirement age of 64 
on 12 June was announced this week by 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, ¢q, 
firming a prediction to that effect pre 
viously published in the ARMY AND Nayy 
JOURNAL. 

Colonel Knox stated that Admiral Har 
was an “exceptionally good man” in his 
present assignment. 

Admiral Hart, who assumed his pres 
ent post 1 July 1939, is being retained yp 
der existing law which prescribes retiy 
ment at age 64 only for officers unde 
rank of vice admiral. 

Secretary Knox in his press conference 
also took occasion to state that the Nayy 
had no plans at this time to give pilg 
training to British flyers. He reiterate 
statements made in an extemporaneoys 
speech 12 May before the Society of Amer 
ican Military Engineers, stating tha 
convoys might not be the answer to the 
problem of getting supplies to Britaiy 
Convoys were found satisfactory 23 years 
ago, he said, but today vessels face at 
tack from surface craft, from submarines 
and from the air. 

Maintaining the right of the nation t 
transport its cargoes, Colonel Knox said 
“Tama firm believer in the freedom of 
the seas.” Saying that he has “violently 
opposed” restrictions of that right, ly 
said, “as a newspaperman I’ve always re 
garded the neutrality act as a terrible 
blunder.”

Admiral Waesche Speaks

Navy Enlisted Personnel—Every ship must cooperate to train petty officers to meet 
the needs of the expanding Navy, the Navy Department emphasized this week in a 
letter sent to every ship and station. In spite of strenuous operating schedules, the 
department said, the greater part of the burden of training and rating men to meet ex- 
isting and prospective shortages in all ratings must necessarily be borne by the forces 
afloat. “It is necessary,” the department stated, “that every unit set up a concen- 
trated training program to train men as petty oflicers” and take steps “‘to assure that 
every man who is a graduate of a service school is placed in training for the rate for 
which the school prepared him. Each ship and station, large and small, must become a 
training center. From the non-rated men of today must come the petty officers of to- 
morrow. Every non-rated man must be considered potential petty officer material.” 

On 1 May, there were in the Navy 198,545 Regular Navy men, 548 retired enlisted 
men, 7,894 Fleet Reservists and 20,107 other Reservists—a total of 227,089. On that 
day there was a deficiency of 23,761 petty officers, based on estimates of 256,258 men in 
service on 30 June 1941. Approximately 101,000 of the 198,545 men of the Regular Navy 
enlisted since 30 June 1939 and consequently have less than 21 months’ service. An 
enlisted strength of 533,000 is contemplated by 1946, and as more and more ships are 
acquired, drafts must be made on the fleets for the men to man them. 

Ships quotas generally will be filled by requisitions by rate rather than by name. 
Allowances of shore stations will be strictly limited and will not be filled to the same 
extent as ship allowances. Exceptions will be aviation instructors, instructors in ser- 
vice schools and complements of local defense vessels. 

Distinction between regular and reservist will be eliminated in practise. Reserv- 
ists have already been placed in competition with regulars for advancement in rating 
and, in future, first enlistments in the volunteer and organized reserves will be made 
by the Recruiting Service and accepted applicants will be sent through training sta 
tions. Thus both regulars and reserves, rated and non-rated, will ultimately possess 
the same degree of experience and training. 


Air Corps—Although without official confirmation, it was reliably reported at the 
War Department that a decision might be reached next week on possible transfer 
to the field of Air Corps promotions of enlisted men to technical and master sergeant. 
A survey is being made in the field to gain the consensus of opinion of those officers 
in regard to promotions. It is stated that no call has been issued for recommendations 
from commanding officers for names for the master sergeant eligible list. This list 
was exhausted on 1 May. 

Orders have been issued for the transfer of seven Air Corps units on or about 
li May. The units involved in the transfer and stations follow: 38th Bombardment 
Group and 15th Reconnaissance Squadron from Langley Vield, Va., to Jackson, 
Miss.; Hq. and Hq.

Bureau of Aeronauties—The Navy on 1 May had 3,476 aireraft on hand, the Bureau 
of Aeronautics reported this week. This is an increase of 1,304 planes over the 2,172 
on hand on 1 July 1940, During the 10-month period, 600 combat planes were added 
to the Navy, and the plane procurement program, bureau officials said, is now 
slightly ahead of schedule. As evidence of the rate of acceleration of plane deliveries, 
the bureau pointed out that 79 airplanes were delivered during the first four months 
of 1940, while 464 were delivered the last four months of that year, and 996 planes 
were delivered during the first four months of 1941, 

Pilot procurement is keeping pace fairly well, it was said. On 1 May 1940 a hundred 
students were beginning training each month, A year ‘ater the rate was 500 a month, 
and by July 800 men will be commencing instruction each month. This peak will 
be felt in increased graduations in January 1942, and by that time the existing 
shortage of pilots with respect to planes will have been overcome, After that date, 
the training program will always have a reserve of pilots under the 15,000 plane 
program, which itself is to be completed in July 1943, Fifteen Naval Reserve Aviation 
Bases are now giving preliminary pilot training, new bases having recently opened 
at Atlanta and Dallas. The sixteenth base, that at New Orlens, is scheduled to be 
in opertion 1 June. 

The present rapid expansion of the aeronautical organization of the Navy 
has created a need for additional engineering duty oflicers in that branch, The Bureau 
of Navigation this week requested applications from oflicers of the Naval Academy 
classes of 1925 to 1934, inclusive, who are naval aviators and who have completed or 
are undergoing post-graduate instruction in acronautical engineering or whose avai- 
tion experience would particularly qualify them for this duty. Those who have ap- 
plied for EDO during the past year, however, need not resubmit applications. Appli- 
cations are also requested from officers transferred from the Reserve to the Regular 
Navy whose rank as lieutenants (junior grade) is prior to 1 March 1938, especially 
from those who have completed engineering courses at civilian colleges, 


Field Artillery—A new Field Officers Course (Special) will be started at the Meld 
Artillery School, Fort Sill, Okla., on 10 July. The course is open to selected regi- 
mental and battalion commanders and senior staff officers of regiments and battalions, 
With the opening of classes for this course, the school will be conducting the fol- 
lowing courses for Field Artillery officers: Advanced Course (Special), 12 weeks 
duration; Field Officers Course (Special), 8 weeks; Battery Officers Course, 12 weeks; 
Officers Specialists Courses in horsemanship, communications, and motors, 12 weeks; 
Course in Survey and Fire Direction, 4 weeks; and Officers Candidate Course, 12 
weeks. The school is also conducting Enlisted Specialists Courses for motor mechan- 
ics, battery mechanics, horseshoers, saddlers, and communication and horsemanship. 

A new training manual, TM 6-600, entitled “Notes for Field Artillery Replace- 
ment Centers” is now being distributed to oflicers and men of the Field Artillery. 
The new manual is designed to provide newly enrolled members of the Field Artillery 
with a compact source of basic essentials applicable to the Field Artillery. It con 
tains information for field artillerymen on the subjects of dismounted drill, pistol 
marksmanship, defense against chemical attack and motor transport. More than 
one half of the manual is devoted to the subject of motor transport. 

Three horse-drawn 75-mm. gun battalions, the 70th, 71st, and S8rd are prepar- 
ing for a permanent change of station. The units, now stationed at Fort Jackson, 
S$. C., consist of approximately 1,800 officers and men, and late this month or early 
in June will be transferred to Fort Sill, Okla. Advance units of the units have al- 
ready been moved to Fort Sill to put the new station in order for the arrival of 
the main body of troops,

Navy Sponsors—Mrs. Charles Francis Adams, wife of former Secretary of the Navy 
Adams, has been named sponsor for the new battleship Massachusetts by Secretary of 
the Navy Knox. The USS Massachusetts, ordered on 15 Dec, 1938, will be launched 
24 Sept. 1941 at Bethlehem Steel Company’s Quincy, Mass., plant, the fourth battleship 
to be launched since the early 1920's. The first two 35,000-ton battleships, the North 
Carolina and the Washington already have been commissioned. The third, the USS 
South Dakota, will be launched in June, 


Quartermaster Corps—Brig. Gen. Joseph EF. Barzynski, Assistant to the Quarter- 
master General, declared the fullest use of motor vehicles is one of the most essential 
new military ideas, in a speech in Chicago at a banquet given in his honor by the 
Associated Trucking Industries. He added that in an army of 1,400,000 men, about one- 
third will be engaged in motor transport work in some capacity. 

Tests of a new sleeping bag for use by Air Corps personnel are being conducted 
at Wright Field, Ohio, where men are sleeping in the new equipment in artificially 
created temperatures as low as GO degrees below zero. The new bag is a wind-resistant 
water repellant fabric that forms a tent cover to cover the head portion of the bag. It 
is made in two sections with an inner bag filled with 60 percent down and 40 percent 
duck feathers. It is designed to produce a comfortable sleeping bag that will not add 
undue weight to the soldier’s equipment. 

A new administration building and a new four-story warehouse are being con- 
structed at the Quartermaster Depot in Philadelphia as part of a $13,093,205 expansion 
program authorized for this depot. Shortly to be started are a new inspection build- 
ing, a new factory building, cafeteria building, motor transport building, and a boiler 
house and equipment in addition to vast utilities facilities.

Bethel W. Simpson, commanding the Ordnance Replacement Center, Lt. Ross White- 
head is in immediate command and Lts. John H. Gander, George C, Sarauw and 
Harry A. Snyder complete the oflicer personnel. The new unit provides 30 days of 
intensive instruction for picked men from selectees in training. The men are se- 
lected for their leadership, educational background and military aptitude. Two 
hundred men have already taken the course and are this week taking charge of the 
basic training of two battalions of newly-inducted selectees. They have been given 
promotions ranging from corporal to first sergeant on a probationary basis, 


The flexibility and ease of operation of motorized units over long distances and 
difficult terrain has been demonstrated by the 701lst Ordnance Company (AB) and 
the 440th Ordnance Company, Aviation (Bomb.) in a movement from the station 
of activation, March Field, Calif., to their permanent station at the Army’s new 
air base at Albuquerque, N. M. The majority of personnel with complete equipment 
made the 780 mile trip by overland convoy in a total of 32 hours driving time. 
Ordnance facilities at Albuquerque are to be greatly expanded in the next few 
months by construction of new shops, garage, oflice building, and magazines for 
bomb storage adjacent to the air field at a cost of more than $150,000. 





Cavalry—The War Department has rescinded a 1923 regulation which provided 
that no applicant for first enlistment in the Cavalry would be accepted if he weighed 
more than 170 pounds, and has set up a new standard weight-by-height enlistment 
regulation. Under the new regulation no maximum weight is set, it was stated, 
other than the weight-height chart which governs enlistments in the Regular Army. 

Lt. Col. J. T. Duke, Cav., has assumed duty as chief of the Intelligence and 
Operations Section, Office of Chief of Cavalry, filling the vacancy created by the 
transfer of Lt. Col. Charles 8. Kilburn, to Office Chief of Staff. 

Lt. Col. Vennard Wilson, has been assigned to duty in the Intelligence and 
Operations Section, filling Colonel Duke’s former position. Colonel Wilson was trans- 
ferred to Washington from the Cavalry School, Fort Riley, Kan. 


Army Medical Corps Reserve—Almost one half of the Reserve officers of the Army 
Medical Corps have been ordered to extended active duty, principally in the lower 
ranks. As of 30 April there were 12,126 Medical Reserve officers of which 5,891 were 
on extended active duty. However, only 9 out of 150 Reserve colonels had been or- 
dered to active duty and only 80 out of 349 lieutenant colonels. The remainder of the 
active list shows 270 out of 590 majors; 1,168 out of 1,914 captains ,and 4,364 out of 
9,128 lieutenants. The number of Medical reserve oflicers available has been reduced 
by more than 1,000 during the past few months by resignations and physical examina- 
tions. . 





Parachutists Group—Two 250-foot steel jumping towers for training parachutists 
were placed into operation by Parachute Group troops at Fort Benning, Ga., this 
week. The towers have just been erected at a cost of approximately $80,000 and 
although they are an Army project they were designed and their erection was super- 
vised by a retired Naval officer, Lt. Comdr, James H. Strong. They are designed to 
teach novice parachutists by actual practice how to handle their ’chutes in the 
air, how to land properly from varying altitudes, and how to spill their "chutes once 
they have landed. A primary advantage of the tower system is that instructors may 
stand nearby on the ground and give instructions during each phase of the jump 
and immediately after it. In this manner reactions of students can be observed at 
close hand, and corrections made promptly. 











Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Four old district craft and an eagle boat were put 
up for sale by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts this week, with date for bid open. 
ing set for 17 June. The vessels are the ferry boat USS Wave, built in 1916; the ferry 
boat USS Otter, built in 1906; the ferry boat USS Inca, built in 1911; district patrg 
vessel No. 18, built for the Coast Guard in 1925 and transferred to the Navy in 1984 
and Kagle Boat No. 58, built in 1917. 

The current period of naval expansion has entailed a tremendous increase in 
the number and size of facilities necessary to receive, store, issue and deliver general 
naval and aeronautical stores, provisions, clothing and fuel, as well as the office space 
necessary for the administration of these functions. To this end the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts in cooperation with the Bureau of Yards and Docks has em. 
barked on an extensive program of expansion in the supply establishment ashore 
which involves the expenditure of funds already appropriated to the extent of ap. 
proximately $80,000,000 for storehouses, piers, and other necessary structures, and 
approximately $25,000,000 for rehabilitation, looking to increased capacities f 
fuel storages. An additional $17,000,000 and $3,000,000 for these respective PUrposes 
are included in the 1942 appropriation bill. A considerable portion of these funds hag 
been required to augment the supply facilities at the industrial navy yards where the 
construction, conversion, and overhaul schedule imposes such heavy demands, Also 
large portions of the funds are entailed by the establishment of supply departments 
in new naval air stations, particularly those at Quonset Point, Jacksonville, Corpus 
Christi, Alameda, Kodiak, and the British leased bases, as well as augmentation of 
facilities at Seattle, Pearl Harbor and other existing stations. The need for a naval 
supply depot on San Francisco Bay will soon be met by the prospective commissioning 
in the early falk of a large depot at Oakland providing approximately 1,500,000 square 
feet of storage space at once, and an expected 1,350,000 square feet additional in the 
future, with requisite piers, transit sheds, transportation facilities, and handling 
equipment. Increased emphasis on naval activity in the Atlantic Ocean, including 
the establishment of numerous bases beyond the continental limits, has pointed to 
the need for prompt action toward locating a naval supply depot on the east coast ip 
addition to that at Norfolk. New York Harbor was selected for such a depot, and a 
very favorable site therefor was found in the Bayonne Port Terminal, which will 
probably be commissioned in late 1941. In the first development at Bayonne, ap- 
proximately 1,850,000 square feet of storage space is expected to be provided, with 
ample waterfront and other necessary facilities. 


Army Dental Corps—Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, deputy director of Selective 
Service, has issued a memorandum to all State directors to grant deferment from 
military training of dentists and dental students wherever compatible with local 
conditions. If a local board determines that a dentist should not be deferred, Gen- 
eral Hershey said, it should call his attention to War Department instructions that 
he should apply for appointment in the Dental Corps Reserve. A similar memorandum 
has been issued with respect to veterinarians who, if not deferred, will be urged to 
apply for appointment in the Veterinary Corps Reserve. 


Navy Line officers—Capt. William M. Quigley, USN, chief of the United States Naval 
Mission to Pero, has been appointed chief of the general staff of the Peruvian Navy by 
the President of Peru. Captain Quigley, who has been on duty with the naval mission 
since 9 Oct, 1940, will replace Admiral Carlos Rotalde as head of the Navy of Peru. 
Admiral Rotalde is new visiting the United States as the guest of Admiral Harold R. 
Stark, Chief of Naval Operations. He is expected to remain in this country for some 
time. The Peruvian Navy consists of two cruisers, two destroyers, four submarines, 
five river gunboats, a tanker and a transport. 


Signal Corps—aA taste of military training will be given about 35 officers of the 
Signal Corps Reserve, members of affiliated units, by means of 28-day tours of active 
duty with Signal Corps units in the field. These officers hold their commissions by 
virtue of their positions in the civilian agencies—telephone organizations, for the 
most part—-and would come into the service with those organizations in time of 
war. Most of the officers will receive their training during the period 1 June to 28 June. 


Naval Net Depots—Establishment of 12 naval net depots in the continental United 
States was announced this week by the Navy Department. Eight of the depots are 00 
the Kast Coast, located at Portsmouth, N. H.; South Boston, Mass.; New London, 
Conn. ; Tompkinsville, Staten Island, N. Y.; Ft. Mifflin, Pa.: Norfolk, Va.; Yorktown, 
Va., and Charleston, 8. C. Four are located on the Pacific Coast at San Pedro, Calif.; 
Point Loma, Calif.; Bremerton, Wash , and Indian Island, Wash. 


Finance Department—Finance oflicers for the 8th Division Regular A rmy and the 30th 
Division, National Guard, both stationed at Ft. Jackson, S. C., and for the post station 
at Camp Forrest, 'Tenn., have been activated and disbursement of funds started. 


Morale Branch—Ten officers have been selected for duty at the five new South Atlantic 
Recreation Areas. Before reporting at the camps, located in four South states, the 
officers will serve temporarily in the office of the Chief of the Morale Branch, i2 
Washington, They will report 2 June to the Adjutant General in Washington.

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must be summoned. No medical fact is so 
obscure and no disease so remote but that 
it may assume paramount importance in 
this era of total war. For example, some 
years ago, investigators uncovered a dis- 
ease entity termed “jungle yellow fever,” 
the reservoir of which is in wild life and 
not man, This fact, if noted by the in- 
formed public, seemed distantly removed 
from the turbulent current of national af- 
fairs. Today, however, that discovery 
contains important implications to our na- 
tional defense and the people of this coun- 
try. It is the immediate foreground of a 
somber historical panorama of human 
suffering and of lives annihilated with 
terrifying suddenness by the ravages of 
dreaded yellow fever. The ghost of “Yel- 
low Jack,” it seems, returns to haunt the 

Spanish Main. 

Selection. The fact that the trend of 
warfare is toward mechanization might 
readily mislead the casual observer to 
conclude that the physical fitness of the 
individual soldier is of less importance 
than in former times when armies heav- 
ily laden under military equipment 
moved ponderously toward each other, 
screened by cavalry capable of averaging 
only five to seven miles an hour on sus- 
tained marches. Unfortunately, such a 
conclusion does not accord with reality. 
On the contrary, more than ever, the life 
of the nation, committed to the decisions 
of war, depends on the elite of its man- 
hood. Incredible feats of endurance have 
been demanded of and have been per- 
formed by participants in the present 
struggle. Consider, for example, the ra- 
pidity of advance of the German armies 
to the channel through the lowlands, the 
British evacuation of Dunkirk and the 
men of England who wrestled with des- 
tiny in the cold spaces above the cliffs of 
Dover. 

Examining Boards Set Up 

To physically examine prospective 
trainees, there have been set up approxi- 
mately 90 Induction Boards. These are 
administered by Army personnel but the 
medical examiners, of which there are 
ordinarily 14 to a Board, are not of ne- 
cessity in the military service. In general, 
a board is composed of a pathologist, a 
general surgeon, an orthopedic surgeon, 
physicians who examine the eyes, ears 
and chest, four neuropsychiatrists, and 
one dentist. Such a team is expected to 
process 200 applicants per day. The prob- 
lem of securing chest x-rays on every in- 
dividual was given study for more than 
a year prior to the passage of the Selec- 
tive Service Act. The importance of this 
procedure is unquestioned but certain ad- 





ministrative difficulties have precluded its 
use in all cases. However, somewhat more 
than 50% of the examinations have in 
cluded an x-ray of the chest. 

Admittedly, the rejection rate has been 
high, a fact which has given rise to some 
criticism and misgivings as to the general 
physical fitness of the youth of the na- 
tion. It should be emphasized, therefore, 
that in its inception, at least, the present 
defense program contemplates the train- 
ing of a definite number of men only and 
not a mobilization of the entire manpower 
of the nation. Consequently, high phys- 
ical standards have been purposely main- 
tained in order that those shall be selected 
who are the most fit and whose expec- 
tancy of military service, active and re- 
serve, is the best. Other circumstances 
would of necessity effect a modification of 
the requirements. At no time, however, 
can a nation permit physical standards to 
drop to such a level that men are inducted 
into the military establishment who are 
incapable of withstanding the rigors of 
the service. Such individuals, from the 
outset, decrease the efficiency of the or- 
ganization by their inability to endure. 
Becomnig early casualties, they soon re- 
quire evacuation and medical care. In- 
asmuch as experience has demonstrated 
that each casualty requires the services 
of one able bodied person the gravity of 
the encumbrance is apparent. 

Preventive Measures Important 

Prevention. The science of preventive 
medicine is one of the greatest contribu- 
tions to human welfare and to the ad- 
vancement of civilization. It is difficult 
for the human mind, accustomed to mod- 
ern, healthful living, to envisage the ter- 
rific ravages of disease which in the past 
laid waste whole populaces or the chaos 
and desolation that followed in the wake 
of great plagues. The entire course of 
history has at times been determined by 
communicable diseases and civilizations 
have waned or vanished for lack of the 
knowledge of preventive medicine. 

Malaria has been perhaps the chief in- 
strument of destiny in this respect. From 
earliest antiquity this disease has impov- 
erished and destroyed the lives of untold, 
nameless millions of victims. Today, al- 
though the mode of transmission is 
known, it still holds undisputed sway 
over vast regions of the globe. Malaria is 
a factor of major military importance to 
the United States. It is the invisible par- 
ticipant at the council tables of the tac- 
ticians, 

The profound effect communicable dis- 
ease has had on the conduct and outcome 
of military undertakings is well known. 
It is particularly illuminating in this con- 
nection that accurately recorded history 
affords no instances in which the number 
of deaths from injuries in warfare has 
equalled the toll of lives levied on the 
armed forces in military campaigns by 
communicable diseases. The decrease in 
combat efficiency and the loss of man- 
power caused by disease is incalculable. 
Venereal disease alone has accounted for 
an appalling rate of ineffectiveness. In 
the last war the number of man days lost 
on account of venereal disease was equiva- 
lent to the withdrawal from the battle 
line of almost one entire division of in- 
fantry at full war strength for one year. 
And this was true despite the fact that 
the incidence rates were in reality low, 
as compared with those that prevailed in 
previous wars. 


Army Health Record Enviable 


The health record of the peace time 
army is an enviable one. Favorable con- 
ditions exist for the employment of the 
principles of preventive medicine in an 
environment readily controlled. Further, 
the standards of public health of the 
regions where military posts are estab- 
lished are usually high. But when the 
legions in their armor are loosed, leaving 
behind the conveniences and protection of 
modern civilization, disease strikes its 
tents and goes up against their way. The 
identity and nature of the most formid- 
able menaces to be anticipated have been 
revealed by experience. 

Defense is founded on three basic prin- 
ciples: (1) To destroy the source of in- 
fection; (2) To break the chain of con- 
tagion; (3) To render the susceptible in- 
dividual immune to the disease producing 
agent. 





Fortunately, the human organism may 
be induced to develop natural defengges 
against some of the diseases that hay 
harrassed or decimated armies. Typhoig 
fever and smallpox, against which 4} 
modern armies are vaccinated, are of 


course well known examples. The 
progress of immunology against othe 


deadly diseases has developed new ang 
powerful aides which have been added ty 
the armamentarium of medical defenge 
Twenty-five years ago a severely wound. 
ed man might well expect, within a fey 
days, to develop the fatal spasms of tetg. 
nus unless he promptly received an injee. 
tion of tetanus antitoxin. So imminent 
was the possibility, that this measure ef. 
fording transient protection only, wag 
made mandatory in every case. Enormoys 
quantities of serum were thus expended, 
and justifiably so. This precaution hag 
been rendered obsolescent by the advances 
of medical science. It is now possible to 
induce active immunity to tetanus whieh 
endures for many months without the ne. 
cessity for reactivation. The boon cop. 
ferred by this discovery is most manifest 
under conditions of supreme urgency 
where, as at Dunkirk, all is lost save the 
bodies of the living. Reliable reports ip. 
dicate that in the catastrophic reverse op 
the Western front not a single case of 
tetanus developed in either a British or 
French soldier who had been actively im. 
munized against the infection. 

Before the immortal work of Major 
Walter Reed which demonstrated coneln. 
sively that yellow fever was transmitted 
by mosquitoes of a specific variety, this 
disease exacted a relentless toll of lives 
and imposed paralyzing restrictions on 
free borne commerce which, if revived, 
would unhinge our entire national econ- 
omy. In the New World unremitting ef- 
forts successfully eliminated the disease 
wherever the reservoir was man and the 
offending mosquito susceptible to attack. 
The newly discovered citadels of yellow 
fever, continental in proportions, lend a 
new aspect to the problem of control. For- 
tunately, immunology has placed a new 
weapon against the disease in the hands 
of medical science which has been added 
to the defense resources of our National 
Army. Arrangements have been made for 
an adequate supply of yellow fever vac 
cine should the need for it arise. 

Sulfonamide Compounds Used 

The body is susceptible to a diversity 
of infectious organisms causing gangrene 
or inflammation, commonly with pus 
formation, and tissue destruction which 
may be so extensive as to necessitate the 
loss of a limb or life itself. Battle wounds 
offer a particularly favorable environ- 
ment for the growth of these organisms; 
in consequence, they are of immense im- 
portance in military medicine. No method 
is known by which natural immunity can 
be induced. Preventive treatment in the 
last war amounted to no more than the 
removal, often extensive, of damaged tis- 
sued (“debridement”). Since then the 
revolutionary discovery has been made 
that the chemical structure of the sul 
fonamide compounds exerts some power 
ful inhibitary or destructive action on 
most of these infective agents in the hu 
man body. Although tissue immunity in 
its true sense is not conferred, imme- 
diate protection can be made available 
to the wounded by the issue, before com 
bat, of sulfanilamide tablets in a small 
packet specially designed so that it can 
be opened with the use of one hand only. 

Sventualities may make other wartime 
plagues, uncommon in this country, of 
great import to the defense forces. 5€ 
rious consideration to these has beet 
given. Cholera, Asiatic plague and typhus 
fever warrant special mention. Protec 
tive vaccines against these diseases exist 
and may be used. The Army is assured 
of the employment of the most effective 
measures of control against these plagues. 
For instance, arrangements have been 
completed for the manufacture of large 
quantities of typhus vaccine if the disease 
occurs, 

The experiments in pneumonia prophy- 
laxis conducted by the Medical Depart 
ment of the Army, with the cooperation 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps, t 
test the efficacy of certain products de 
rived from the pneumococcus have been 
sufficiently publicized to require no elab-

oration. The studies commenced in 1936, 
and still continuing, have given encourag- 
ing findings and may prove highly bene- 

ficial to the military forces. 


Immunization Efforts 

Immunization of the individual, al- 
though productive of dramatic results, is 
ly one phase of the effort to combat the 
onslaught of disease. Many communicable 
diseases are not susceptible to this 
method of control, in which case there 
gre required attacks on the link of con- 
tagion and on the reservoir of the dis- 
ease itself. Malaria constitutes an out- 
standing example of a disease affected by 
active measures against the transmitting 
agent, as is abundantly demonst rated by 
the unremitting anti-mosquito campaign 
in the Canal Zone and elsewhere in our 
tropical outposts. On the other hand, the 
yenereal diseases exemplify certain limi- 
tations and difficulties that inhere to ef- 
forts to break the chain of contagion. Pre- 
yention in these conditions requires the 
active cooperation of each individual con- 
cerned. It is therefore not susceptible to 
cose administrative supervision nor to 
ordinary epidemicological control mea- 
sures. 

Until the development of bacteriology 
and the revelation of the mode of trans- 
mission, the intestinal diseases consti- 
tuted some of the most serious plagues 
to armies. One need only recall the un- 
happy record of typhoid fever in the 
Spanish-American War. These diseases 
have now been relegated to a position of 
minor significance. There remain, how- 
ever, the so-called respiratory diseases 
against which control measures are not 
particularly effective, and certain others 
about which too little still is known. 

In the World War the Surgeon General 
obtained authority for the appointment 
of special medical boards, composed of the 
most competent specialists available in 
the country, for the purpose of undertak- 
ing studies in epidemiology and infec- 
tious diseases with particular attention to 
the influenza pandemic that raged 
throughout the land. Discoveries of in- 
estimable value were made. Since that 
period the knowledge of acute respiratory 
diseases has increased enormously. It is 
now known that filterable viruses cause 
certain interpandemic types of influenza. 
These viruses can be isolated and this 
fact gives rise to the hope that specific 
methods of prevention may be developed. 
Following the experience of the last war, 
4 board of eminent specialists has been 
authorized by the War Department and 
appointed to serve under the Surgeon Gen- 
eral to study methods for the control of 
influenza and other epidemic disease in 
the Army. There can be little doubt that 
productive results will again be obtained.

fact, practically the only source—of procure- 
ment for the additional warrant officers re- 
quired, and the same principle of utilizing 
the men the Navy has trained in the higher 
capacity for which their abilities qualify 
them, applies with equal logic to them, 

“For purposes of effective adminstration and 
efficient operational control, officers in any 
military organization must be vested with 
rank commensurate with the responsibilities 
involved. In general, rank is based upon 
qualifications necessary to assume essential 
responsibilities, and carries with it the ex- 
perience acquired by a more or less definite 
period of time in active service. Following 
this principle, to provide all commissioned of- 
ficers with sufficient service to gain requisite 
experience and insure a uniform system of 
advancement through the various grades, ex 
isting law requires that a minimum period of 
service be spent in each grade before an in 
dividual becomes eligible for promotion to the 
next higher grade. 

“During a period of expansion, such as that 
upon which the naval establishment is now 
entering, it will be impracticable for an of 
ficer to complete the present legal period of 
service in grade before he must be given great 
er repsonsibilities, thus requiring that he fill 
a billet normally filled by an officer of higher 
rank. This bill therefore provides for tem 
porary advancements or promotions, which 
like the temporary appointments, will be for 
the duration of the national emergency and be 
subject to similar conditions upon the termi 
nation of active duty thereunder. 

“Representatives of the Navy Department 
have stated that there is no immediate neces 
sity for temporary promotions in the so-called 
command grades, namely, commander, cap 
tain, and rear admiral pending the report of 
the next regularly constituted selection boards 
for permanent promotions. It is the inten 
tion to fill any shortage therein which might 
exist following such report by temporary pro 
motions, 

“There have been a number of factors which 
tended to build up an excess in the higher 
grades. One of these was the personnel act 
of 1938, which provided for pormotions to all 
grades except lientenant and rear admiral on 
a fitted, as well as a best fitted, basis. In 
dividuals so promoted and retained on the ac 
tive list are carried in excess in the various 
grades. For a short period after that law 
went into effect only so many of these so 
called ‘fitted’ officers as were needed to meet 
the immediate needs of the service were re 
tained on the active list. During the past year, 
however, all such officers have heen retained 
on the active list, and it is expected that the 
practice will be continued as long as the emer 
gency lasts, especially as the Congress has 
provided that no officer who has been ad 
judged fitted for promotion shall be involun 
tarily retired during the emergency. 

“In time, these excesses in grade will dis 
appear as expansion of the naval establish 
ment progresses, and eventually some tem 
porary promotions will be necessary in the 
command grades. Temporary promotions, in 
the lower grades, while not of immediate ur 
gency, will be necessary in the near future 
to make up anticipated shortages. 

“In view of Section 5 of the bill, which pro 
vides for diseretionary authority in adminis 
tering the bill, the Committee thought it wise 
to inquire into the system of administration 
contemplated by the Navy Department. As 
outlined to the committee the selection prin 
ciple will be followed wherever possible in 
effecting temporary promotions and advance 
ment, and will also be extended to initial ap 
pointments. Also consideration will be given 
to particular branches of the service in which 
there is a shortage of officers of the required 
rank, such as aviation. Should it become nee 
essary or desirable to temporarily promote 
retired officers, however, the selection system 
will be impracticable, if not impossible, of 
application hecause of the lack of a basis of 
comparison, 

“The committee has made an effort to pre 
vent the bill from becoming a vehicle for legis 
lation which is not directly connected with its 
basic purposes and believes it has been sue 
cessful in that respect. In that connection it 
may be well to point out one or two situations 
that have arisen in connection with the recall 
of retired officers to active duty. 

“Existing law, except as temporarily sus 
pended, provides that those officers who fail 
of selection for promotion under certain 
circumstances shall be placed on the retired 
list with retired pay equal to two and one-half 
per centum for each year of service as de 
fined by statue, multiplied by their base pay 
at the time of retirement. Since that law 
went into effect the number of retired officers 
on active duty has been limited by provisions 
in annual appropriation Acts to a very small 
number, something less than ten. When em 
ployed on active duty these officers drew ac 
tive duty pay and allowances, but upon sub 
sequently being placed on inactive duty the 
percentage by which their base pay was mul 
tiplied, to determine their retired pay, re 
mained the same as when originally retired. 

“Recognizing that there can be no valid 
distinction between active duty after retire- 


| 





ment and active duty before retirement, it is 
the feeling of the Committee that they should 
be entitled, in all equity, to count active ser- 
vice while on the retired list for the purpose 
of percentage increases, just as they are per- 
mitted to count the same for purposes of 
longevity increases. It seems quite probable 
that the failure to so provide many years ago 
was an oversight, or at least the falure to 
anticipate a large number of retired officers 
on active duty for an indefinite period of time. 

“Another situation involving retired of 
ficers confronts the Congress and the Navy 
Department, There are many officers on the 
retired list by reason of physical disability 
who are nevertheless capable of performing 
limited duties in what the Navy Department 
terms ‘spot assignments.’ At the present time 
all such officers are on shore duty, but the 
time may come when their services will be 
needed at sea, or in fighting units elsewhere, 
and this bill permits of their temporary pro 
motion. The Committee is unanimously of the 
opinion that should one of these officers be 
injured in line of duty in his temporary high 
er rank to the extent he can no longer perform 
his duties, he should be re-tired in that rank 
and receive retired pay based on the pay of 
the higher rank. Similarly, a retired officer 
who has been retired for reasons other than 
physical disability should be entitled to have 
the character of his retirement change if he 
returns to active duty and becomes physically 
disabled in line of duty. 

“This bill has the unanimous approval of the 
Committee, the unqualified support of the 
Navy Department, and approval in principle 
hy the President.”

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Financial Digest 

The transition of the National Economy 
from peace to emergency necessarily is 
causing a number of shocks, which the 
government is endeavoring to cushion. 
The Priorities Division of the OPM in a 
few days will be equipped with legal 
authority to support the orders it will 
issue. During the week the President 
held a conference with Price Administra- 
tor Henderson and several members of 
his staff, relative to the price policy to be 
pursued and on the question of whether 
mandatory legislation is necessary to en- 
force it. Food increase prices, which the 
Secretary of Agriculture is insisting shall 
not be curbed, are attributed by retailers 
to the effects of jockeying by agriculture 
and labor for parity, and not to the re- 
sults of domestic policy and the Lend- 
Lease Act. The acquisition by the Mari- 
time Commission of coastwise shipping 
will throw a heavy burden upon the rail- 
roads, while the tanker situation has com- 
pelled the President to ask Congress to 
grant him authority to construct addition- 
al petroleum pipe lines in such manner as 
he may see fit. The House Committee on 
Ktules has reported favorably a rule for 
the consideration of the bill extending 
the powers of the President in respect 
of the stabilization fund, and the further 
devaluation of the dollar, As a step to- 
ward reduction of non-defense expendi- 
tures, the President has advised Congress 
to cut the relief appropriation for the 
next fiscal year from $995 millions to 
$86 millions, and at the same time has 
proposed repeal of various restrictions, 
including removal from the WPA rolls of 
persons employed eighteen months, in- 
vestigations each twelve months to deter- 
mine the continuing need of the enrollee, 
und the political sections of the Act. He 
also wants permission for the relief of 
aliens. 

In acting upon the Priorities bill, the 
Conference Committee eliminated the pro- 
vision setting up a Priorities Office by 
law, but retained the sweeping powers 
which will enable complete control of in- 
dustry by government. To support the 
rice Administration’s orders, the Presi- 
dent has authorized the Department of 
Justice to institute anti-trust proceed- 
ings against any firm for non-compliance. 
Destructive of the policy of price fixing 
is the agriculture bill which Congress 
has passed almost unanimously, and will 
pass over the President’s veto, if neces- 
sury. That bill places the loan value on 
the five major farm crops at 85 per cent 
of their parity based upon the average 
price of 1900-14. Those five years were 
selected because of the high price of 
agricultural products during that period. 
Iustead of being a rate for loans under the 
proposed bill, that fixed in the measure 
will be in fact a price guarantee. If the 
market drops, the Government must stand 
the loss, which, it is estimated, may reach 
$1.2 billions. However, the effect of the 
bill, as already shown, is to increase 
prices. This will mean demands for high- 
er wages, and thus the country is 
threatened with the inflationary spiral 
that Mr. Henderson's office was created 
to prevent. 

Private interests are greatly disturbed 
by the President’s endorsement of the bill 
which would permit the Government to 
construct petroleum pipe lines. How- 
ever, as Mr. Roosevelt pointed out, such 
pipe lines are necessary because the water 
route from the Gulf Coast to the Middle 
Atlantic Coast is long and potentially 
perilous, and even present demands up- 
on existing tanker facilities, which will 
be curtailed, make restriction of oil con- 
sumption to essential uses a distinct pos- 
sibility within a few months. 

The House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is continuing to wrestle with the pro- 
posed tax bill, which, it is now planned, 
will raise $4 billions of additional rev- 
enue instead of $3.5 billions as originally 
recommended. The economy advocates 
in Congress have little hope of substan- 
tial reductions in appropriations for non- 
defense items. The cut in relief of only 
$109 millions, when industry is seeking 
all the employees it can get, is accepted 
as an indication that the Administration 





will not make reductions which will as- 
sure any real modifications of the high 
tax rates the Treasury is pressing.

Their appointments were not terminated for 
misconduct or similar cause. 

They pass a final type physical examination, 

They have the approval of the Corps Area 
or Department Commander or Chief of Branch 
concerned, 

The War Department is taking this ac- 
tion at this time in order to utilize the 
services of the younger former Reserve 
officers who for the most part have re- 
ceived four years of training at govern- 
ment expense in the ROTC units with 
the various colleges. 

It is contemplated that former Reserve 
officers who are reappointed under this 
policy will be ordered to extended active 
duty for one year at such time as their 
services are required.

Merchant Marine 

America’s emergency ship construc- 
tion, put under way in March by the 
Maritime Commission with award of con- 
tracts for 200 “ugly duckling” ships, of- 
ficially designated as EC-2’s, is well ahead 
of schedule, though certain delays are 
being experienced in the California area 
due to the current machinists’ strike. 

One instance of the progress being made 
was the laying of the second keel of an 
EC-2 ship on 16 May at Bethlehem-Fair- 
field Shipyard, Baltimore. The keel-laying 
had been scheduled originally for 3 June. 
The same yard laid the first keel on 
30 April, nearly half a month ahead of 
the scheduled date of 12 May. 

At the yards of the Oregon Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation, Portland, Ore., keel-lay- 
ing of one of the emergency ships has 
been advanced from 2 June to 19 May, 
which the company announces is the 100th 
anniversary of the laying of the keel of 
the first ship ever constructed in Oregon. 

Two keel-layings have been advanced 
in date in the yards of the California 
Shipbuilding Co., at Los Angeles. One 
set for 2 June is now scheduled for 23 
May, and the second moved up from 12 
June to 24 May. 

Similar progress is being made in the 
construction of facilities and vessels con- 
templated by the President’s order for 
212 ships to be turned over to Great 
Britain under the loan provisions of the 
Lend-Lease Act. Of this number 112 are 
of the EC-2 type. 

Based upon reports of progress being 
made, it is expected that the first cargo 
earriers of this type will be completed 
by November, fully a month ahead of 
completion dates in the contracts. 

Seven more new ships were scheduled 
for delivery to their operators by United 
States shipyards between 20 May and 29 
May. 

The vessels, as scheduled, were: 

SS Cape Neddick, C-1, built by the Bethle- 
hem Steel Co., at Staten Island, was delivered 
to the United Mail Steamship Co., Ine., Bos- 
ton, 20 May. 

SS Mormacsun, C-3 Cargo, built by Moore 
Drydock Co., Oakland, Calif., schedu'ed for 
delivery to the Moore-McCormack Lines, on 20 
May, was delayed by the strike. 

SS Solon Turman, C-1, built by the Bethle- 
hem Steel Co., at Sparrows Point, was deliv 
ered to the Lykes Brothers Steamship Co., 23 
May. 

SS Alcoa Pilgrim, C-1, built by the Bethle 
hem Steel Co., at San Francisco, was sched 
uled for delivery to the Alcoa Steamship Co., 
26 May. This vessel also is being delayed by 
the strike. 

SS Mormacpenn, C-3, built by the Ingalls 
Shipbuilding Corp., Pascagoula, Miss., will be 
delivered to Moore-McCormack Lines, Ine., 28 
May. 

MS Cape Flattery, C-1, built by the Seattle 
Tacoma Shipbuilding Corp., will be delivered 
to the Anmvrican Mail Line, 28 May. 

SS Robert Kettering, a cargo ship of 7,102 
gross tons, built by the Bethlehem Steel Co., 
at Sparrows Point, will be delivered to the 
Seas Shipping Co., 20 May.

The War Situation 

In a demonstration of the thoroughness 
of their planning and training, the Ger 
mans have launched an aerial invasion of 
the Greco-British Mediterranean base at 
Crete. In spite of furious resistance from 
the defense forces, dispatches yesterday 
agreed that at least 7,000 German soldiers 


were in Crete and rapidly solidifying 
their position. 
Over an aerial route more than 100 


miles long, the Germans brought in men 
and munitions not only by a repitition of 
their aerial troop transport and para 
chute troop systems, but also by employ 
ment of gliders. Reports stated that four 
engine transports towed as many as 10 
gliders each, which were cut loose over 
Crete and permitted to glide to earth 
with their cargoes of soldiers, munitions, 
and supplies. 

This assault had been preceded by 
heavy Nazi concentrations in Grecian 
bases, continuous reconnaissance flights 
over Crete and repeated bombing at 
tacks on the Suda Bay naval base and 
other strategic points. It came as no sur 
prise to the British, New Zealanders and 
Greeks who are defending the island and 
fighting started as soon as troops began 
to land. The combined forces are under 
General Freyberg, a New Zealander, who 
was placed in command after the evacua 
tion of Greece. 

British sources in Cairo admitted that 
Nazi parachute troops had seized the old 
Crete capital of Candia and had gained 
a foothold pear the new capital of Canea. 
London disclosed that RAF fighter planes 
had been withdrawn from Crete Tuesday 
because of the disadvantage of operating 
from the island’s few airdromes under 
continual Stuka diverbombing attacks. 
German sources claimed the destruction 
of four British cruisers and several de 
stroyers by divebombers and the British 
reported intercepting a SO0-ship German 
convoy but gave no details of an attack 

The recently established Nazi bases in 
Greece and on the Grecian Islands in the 
Aegean Sea and the Italian bases in the 
Dodecanese Islands are well within a 
hundred miles of the strategic points of 
Crete. The Nazi movement to establish 
a new front on Crete from these bases is 
the result of nearly two years of war ex- 
perience. Undoubtedly, every phase of 
this movement as to command, organiza 
tion and equipment has been studied, re 
hearsed and tested in preparing for the 
invasion of Great Britain. The relatively 
short time which has elapsed between the 
evacuation of Greece by the British 
forces and the invasion of Crete by the 
Nazis is indicative of the thoroughness 
in the preparations for the execution of 
Hlitler’s war plan for the Mediterranean. 
Furthermore, it demonstrates again the 
ability of Hitler’s war machine to utilize 
to the utmost the facility of movement by 
air and the fire power of modern weapons. 

Landing in an enemy’s country from air- 
borne carriers follows closely the pattern 
of landing on an enemy’s coast from sea 
borne carriers. Troops in landing from 
such carriers as plane transports, gliders, 
parachutes, troop transports and small 
boats are exceedingly vulnerable to gun 
tire from land, sea and air batteries. Mili 
tary history records few successful land 
ings from sea-borne carriers—ships 
ugainst a well organized opposition. How- 





Task Force Commanders 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs 
unanimously reported the bill H. R. 482: 
authorizing appointment of additional 
vice-admirals, after a brief hearing Thurs 
day morning. The committee amended 
the measure as drafted by the Navy De 
partment to limit such appointments to 
officers of the Navy above the rank of 
commander. 

Rear Adm. Chester W, Nimitz, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, testified in 
favor of the bill and emphasized that the 
runk of vice-admiral is not to be con 
ferred as a reward but as a rank com 
mensurate with special or unusual duties. 
He parried questions of committee mem 
bers seeking to secure a definition of the 
“special or unusual duties” for which the 
rank would be conferred, and smilingly 
declined to answer queries regarding the 
possibility of such duties including sorties 
against Dakar, the Azores, and French 
possessions in the Western Hemisphere. 

He said only three vice-admirals had 
been commissioned during the World War 
but pointed out that naval engagements 
have changed completely since that time 
und numerous seattered units are now 
being detailed on special tasks. The bill 
would meet the demands of that changed 
situation, he said. In a prepared state 
ment Admiral Nimitz said: 

“1. The purpose of this bill is to authorize 
the temporary rank of Vice-Admiral, in ad 
dition to that now authorized by law, to such 
officer, or officers, who may be designated by 
the President for special or unusual duty, 
ashore or afloat. It would permit the detail of 
officers with sufficient rank to represent this 
country effectively from the standpoint of 
relative rank with officers of foreign navies; 
or to give increased rank to an officer com 
manding a special unit afloat if the impor 
tance of his command should warrant, 

“2. Lam unable to state where in the Presi 
dent would utilize the permissive provision of 
the bill,

The nature of any tie in of the CCC 
with the selective service system is not 
known, but there is speculation that a sys 
tem might be devised whereby the Coe 
might take men rejected for military set 
vice because of underweight or other 
physical defects which might be corrected 
by healthful, carefully supervised outdoor 
work, 

The CCC is playing a part in the gen 
eral defense program, having 40° com 
panies now stationed at Army posts per 
forming non-military duties and thereby 
releasing soldiers for training. It also has 
trained a number of specialists, such as 


cooks and bakers, who later have gone 
to the Army. It is stated that to mili 


tarize the OCC would require a special act 
of Congress.
